Clay said the Russian steppage 
of train traffic could not be brok- 
en immediately without force. Ber- 
lin is an island of four-power con- 
trol deep in the Soviet zone. It is 
more than 100 miles by rail or 
road from the nearest border point 
in the British zone, and farther 
from..the American and. French 
zones. 

The British asked the Russians 
for immediate discussions. If the 
issue leads to a meeting of the 
four military governors, it will be 
the first session since the break- 
down of four-power administra- 
tion caused by the Russians’ walk- 
out on the March 20 meeting of 
the control council.
